Any one who was at all interested im the Por- 
poise, im the results of her craize, or in amy indi- 
vidual of her crew of over seventy souls, is pro- 
bably aware of the nature of the service upon 
which she was engaged. A bazardous and thank- 
Jess undertaking, loaded with unusua! peril, toil, 
and exposure, bat productive of results to the 
mercantile world fully commensurate with these 
evils. She was in short one of the five surveying 
vessels which left the port of New York in the 
summer of 1858, on their wandering cruize, com- 
manded by Commander C. Ringgold, and which 
im September of the following year found them- 
selves anchored in the harbor of Hong-Kong, 
Chins, preparatory to a continuation of their ardu- 
ous work. This time, however, we were to cruise 
under another commander and with fewer ships. 
The miserable climate of those seas having a! 
ready seriously affected the health of the first, 
while our store-ship having proved to be rotten, 
@as condemned as unseaworthy, and her officers 
and crew devoted to filling vacancies created in 
the remaining Jour vessels by disease or accident. 

A sumber of changes tcok place about this 
time in the squadron; more than « dozen officers 
were successively ordered to the [l)-fated brig, 
only to be detached the next day with orders to 
another vewel. I was one of these myself, and 
had little idea of the fate I was leaving to be 
shared by my noble spirited successor. Finally 
every one seemed to have settled into his place, 
the day of sailing was at hand, when again an- 
other change was made. Lieuts. J. H. Russell, 
of the Porpoise, and Wm. Van Wyck, of the 
John Hancock , imagining that their mutual inte- 
rests would be consulted by exchanging ships,

A CHILD'S TOILETTE. 


The mind of a child is capable of being trained 
and educated from its earliest infancy; it de. 
velops into perfection in proportion to the care 
and culture bestowed upon it; and so it is with 
the body—health, vigor, and beauty of frame cen 
be promoted or marred, perfected or destroyed, 
according as the laws which govern our physical 
being are neglected or obeyed. 

A child’s toilette should be conducted in har- 
mony with nature ; nor should custom, prejudice, 
ot fashion be allowed to overpower its simple dic 


which are of equal benefit to health and besutv. 
The best way of accomplishing cleanliness is by 
immersing the body in water ; it prevents the chil! 
which frequently follows partial ablutions, equ > 
lines thé circulation, and preserves the healthy 
condition of the skin. The water should be tepid 
for young and delicate children, but when the 
constitution will bear it, the salutary effects will 
be greater if the temperatare is reduced gradually 
until nearly cold. A tepid bath varies from 85 
deg. to 65 deg.; for daily use it should not ex- 
coed this heat. When taken for the purpose of 
allaying feverish symptoms, or other indisposi- 
tions incidental to childhood, the tempessture 
should be % deg. Bethe sbove this degree 
should never be used without medical advice. 
Although daily baths are highly important im the 
wilette of a child, yet much care and 


bathe the part: Six ounces of rose-water mixed 
with ten of white vitriol. The best time for the 
bath is the morning, and it should not be discon- 
tineed during the cold seasons, or after the child 
has passed over the first two or three years of its 
life; it is surprising to observe the difference of
